Reafon have been demanded, why the Light of the Sun 
and Moon are fo like in Complexion, the veft diftance 
betwixt ‘em, and che inaptitude of the Moon for reflexi- 
oa of Light, being a grots Earthy Body, would have 
heen an Aniwer to the laft; had the Moon been made 
of avery fine polifhe hard Mecral, the reflection of the 
Suns Light from ic would have been too glorious and 
bright for the Eye to have beheld it, and that ie is fo 
proper for reflection as it 1s, may ailwer yours. 


Queft. 2. Whether there can be any Natural Caufe affign- 
ed for the Change of the Moon ? 

Anjw. Yes, the Natural Caufe may be thus explained ; 
imagine the Sun in the Center of the World, as it really 
is, without any other Motion than that upon its own 
Axis, viz. in about 12 d. § 4. Suppote allo the Moon 
continually moving about the Earth, fince only one half 
ofa Globular Body, as the Moon is, can be enlighten’d 
at a time, it’s evident that when fhe is betwixt the Earth 
and the Sun, all the illuminated pare of the Moon will 
be fromwards us, and as it moves obliquely, the more 
dn1 more that Light is ditcover’d, “tall it comes behind 
the Earth, and then we have the advantage of feeing all 
the enlighten’d fide : “Tis not to be fiypposa here chat 
the Moon muft be exactly betwixt us and the San, to 
fee no Light at all, but near that, for when chat hap- 
pens, inftead of feeing the Light, we fhould find it eclips'd 
by the Earth.

No doubt but were we upon the Moon, we fhould find 
the Rays refleét from it all round its Atmofphere, as the 
Rays of the Sun falling on the Earth reflect a great heat, 
efPecially {;om Walls and fides of Houfes ; and even as 
Our Culinary Fires having a Brafs Pan fee behind che 
Meat whilfi roafting do refle@ a great Heat back again. 
Fre Second Reaton may be the Roughnels and Porofity 
Of the Moa Bédy, ‘which is not fo apt for Reflexion as 
if it were Smooth and Clofe. And laff, becaule of the 
Giaboficy of the Moon; for being. round, it refleéts the 
Suns Rays every way, and does not collect ’ein fo ftrong- 
‘y for any one piace, as if the Sun were a Plaia, or of 
“y other Figure, |
